TAKES HIS LF 


HAD BEEN IN POOR HEALTH 
FOR SOME TIME. : 


Dennis Johnson, owing to ill-health 
and in a fit of despondency committ- 
ed suicide late Tuesday afternoon by 
hanging himself at his home. Tues- 
day he went through his regular rou- 
tine of work, as a section hand, on the 
Michigan Central railroad, and on 
his arrival home, after his day's 
work was done, complained of feel- 
ing ill. He had a call sent for Dr. 
Leighton of Frederic, who had been 
treating him, and when he did not 
come a8 soon as he expected, he asked 
ed his wife to step into one of the 
neighbor’s to telephone the Doctc. 
again, which she did. When she re- 
turned she met Dr. Leighton at the 
door of their home about to enter 
‘Together they went into the house 
and not finding Mr, Johnson in any 
of the rooms went to the woodshed 
in the rear of the house, and found 
his body hanging on a rope from a 
rafter overhead in the shed. 

A step ladder had been placed 
the shed leading to the rafters and 
evidently as soon as Mrs, Johnson 
left the house her husband had climb- 
ed the ladder and tied the rope to the 
yafter, and swinging therefrom. 
As Dr. Insley, city coroner is ill, Jus- 
tice of the Peace, Allen B. Failing 
and Deputy Sheriff William Cody 
were dispatched and appeared on the 
scene and came to the conclusion 
that the victim had committed sui- 
cide. When at first found the man 
was still breathing, but attempts to 
revive him proved fruitless. This 
js not the first time that Mr. Johnson 
has attempted to take his life by 
hanging; but other times he was dis- 
covered before it was too late. 

The deceased, who was 70 years 
old, was born in this country, and 
had been a resident of Crawford 
county for forty years. He was one 
of the earliest settlers in that part of 
the county now known as South 
Branch township. Besides his wife, 
one brother William Johnson who al- 
so resides in Grayling, survives him. 

The funeral is being held this af- 
ternoon at 2:00 o’eclock from the 
Michelson Memorial church. Inter- 
ment will be at Elmwood cemetery.

‘increases in Fatalities and in 


‘ Blindness Recently Shown 
by Records. 


WARNS OF PERIL IN USE 


Committees for Prevention of Blindness 
Begins Nation-Wide Campaign 
of Education—Many States 
Take Action, 


New York.—The increase in the 
number of deaths and cases of biind- 
ness resulting from the drinking of 
wood alcohol as a substitute for grain 
alcohol has caused the National Com- 
mittee for the Prevention of Blindness, 
180 East Twenty-second street, to send 
warnings broadcast throughout the 
country. The records in the office of 
the committee show more than 1,000 
cases of bilndness in the country re- 
suiting from wood alcohol covering a 
period of several years, according to 
Gordon L. Berry, field secretary. This 
record is admittedly incomplete. 

In recent months, Mr. Berry said, 
there have apparently been more 
deaths than cases of blindness result- 
ing from the drinking of wood alcohol, 
due, be said, to the larger quantity 
taken by the victim. Upward of twenty- 
five deaths have occured in New York 
City and vicinity since Jan. L Similar 
conditions are said to prevail tno all 
parts of the country. 

Edward M. Van Cleve, managing di- 
rector of the National Committee, de- 
elared that the use of wood alcohol for 
drinking purposes had increased to an 
alarming extent in every state In the 
Union, no section being exempt from 
its use by those fgnorant of its dangers, 
The purpose of the National Com- 
mittee is to educate the people to the 
danger, as laws regarding the aale of 
wood alcohol can be evaded. 

Regulated in Many States. 

Mr, Berry said that twenty states 
have passed Jaws for the regulation 
and control of the sale and use of 
wood alcohol, elther through pure food 
legislation or through the pharmacists. 
However, it has been found that the 
laws have not been rigidly enforced, 
he sald, and, besides, if enforced would 
not entirely stop the sale and use of 
the dangerous spirits for beverage pur- 
poses, In nearly every state, he said 
the druggist is required to label 
“Poison” on every bottle of wood alco- 
hol that is sold, but this does not pre- 
vent the use of it in any manner the 
purchaser sees fit. In New York city, 
the ordinances of the health depart- 
ment provide that “it is unlawful to 
use this alcohol tn any article of food, 
beverage or medicinal or toilet prep- 
aration intended for external or inter 
nal human use,” 

The city authorities have several 
times called attention to the increase 
in the last few months of the use of 
wood alcohol as a beverage and efforts 
have been made through the health de 
partment to enforce the ordinances, 
Several mouths ago Dr. Charies B. 
Norris, a city medical examiner, sent 
a Jetter to Health Commissioner Cope- 
land telling of several deaths from 
wood alcobo] In New York, and offer 
ing his assistance in a campaign to 
prevent the sale of the spirits for 
drinking purposes, Dr, Alexander QO. 
Gettler, as chemical pathologist, also 
brought to the attention of the health 
department and the public generally 
the increased number of deaths from 
wood alcohol. 

Fumes Also Harmful, 

The increase In the use of wood al- 
cohol for beverage purposes is said to 
have started with the increase in the 
price of whisky during the winter and 
with the wartime prohibition of July 
1. The action of wood alcohol fs very 
much like ordinary alcohol, except 
that {t is more severe. Within a few 
hours after drinking, acute headache 
is noted, usually accompanied by vio- 
lent attacks of vomiting, pains extend- 
ing over the region of the kidneys, and 
excessive dizziness. Vision may be- 
come impaired, total blindness occur, 
nnd death itself result. Harmful ac- 
tion of this poison may also be induced 
by breathing its fumes, and by absorp- 
tion through fhe mucous membranes 
‘of the body. 

The wood alcohol used in the United 
States is obtained chiefiy from the de- 
structive distiNation of birch, beach, 
maple, oak, elm and alder. The chief 
uses to which it Is put are for the de- 
naturing of grain alcohol;:for various 
purposes in lines of common manufac 
ture, (especially as a solvent in the 
preparation of shellac, varnish, dyes, 
ete.) as an ingredient in medical and 
pharmaceutical preparations; in the 
chemical industries and as a fuel and 
illuminant.

and to work tog&ther harmoniously; 
to emphasize. the essentials of life 
and not to quarrel about the non-es- 
sentials. 

In the kindergarten the children 
learn in a very practical and effective 
way, although they probably could 
not state it in so many words, that 
the chain is only as strong eas the 
-weakeat link. If Tommy is disobedi- 
ent and pulls Sally’s hair, then the 
harmony of the circle is suddenly 
broken. The other children are quick 
to appreciate this and when the next 
one ‘is called upon to select a partner 
for a game, you may be sure Tommy 
is not chosen. Soon he hegins to 
feel his exclusion, and it does not 
take him long to put cause and effect 
together. In the future he will think 
twice before pulling Sally's hair! 

Treatment such as this proves far 
more effective than the kind usually 
administered by an older person. 
Most children are born with a keen 
sense of justice, and do not protest 
at having to suffer the just conse- 
quences ,of their wrong-doing, espe- 
cially when meted out to them by a 
tribunal of their peers. This sug- 
gests that it is often a wise plan to 
keep hands off and let the boys and 
girls adjust their own differences. 
This helps to promote a good team 
spirit. 

When the children leave kindergar- 
ten it is most important to foster 
their love of playing and working te- 
gether in groups. I know of no bet- 
ter organization for the purpose than 
the Boy Scouts and the Girl Scouts. 
The former takes boys of 12 and ov- 
er and the latter starts with girls of 
10. The Girl Scouts also have an or- 
ganization known as Browntes which 
looks after little girls from 6 to 10. 
Any parent wanting to know more 
about the Scouts can obtain their 
handbooks at headquarters; Boy 
Scouts of America, 200 Fifth Ae,. 
and Girl Scouts, 527 Fifth Ave, New 
York. 

The Scout motto, “Be Prepared,” 
is a great incentive to boys and girls 
alike to get together. To make the 
troop strong each boy and girl must 
develop strength of character, for we 
cannot have any weak links in the 
chain. With an efficient captain in 
charge to hold aloft a high idea) of 
service there are no limits which the 
Scouts may not attain. 

Tt will be a fortunate day for this 
country when there are kindergartens 
and Scout troops in every city and 
village of the land. These and kin- 
dred organizations will help to unite 
children in all walks of life. They 
will instill principles of freedom and 
justice and, above all, will inspire, 
through work and play, a spirit of 
comradeship which is indispensable 
to the welfare of a great democracy.

Washington. (Special,)—-Through 
complete report of the work of the 
American Red Cross in the war by 
Chairman Henry P. Davison, on be- 
half of the war council, the organiza- 
tion on the eve of its annual enroll- 
ment of members during the Third 
Red Cross Roll Call, November 2 to 
11, thas rendered an accounting of the 
many millions given it by the Ameri- 
can people to help our fighting men 
end our allies, The statement is, in 
part, aa follows: y> 

“The war council of the American 
Red Cross is now prepared to make a 
complete accounting to the American 
people of money contributed and ex- 
pended, as well as the work done by 
the American Red Cross during the 
period {In which the war council was 
in control of its affairs. The waf 
council was appointed May 19, 1919, 
and went out of existence February 
28, 1919, 

“It was the practice of. the war 
council to give complete pubiicity to 
its policies and finances, but St 1a only 
now that a picture of the war period 
as a whole can be presented. It is 
the feeling of the war council that a 
report {n this summarized form should 
be made directly .o the public which 
Provided the money and gave the ef- 
fort which made the American Red 


“A statement of the American Red 
Cross effort and finances since the 
war council] relinquished !ts control 
will be made to the public through 
the executive committee, and it is im- 
portant, therefore, that the fact thut 
this report covers the period only until 
March 1, should be carefully noted.’
